CONSUL FOR HAVANA—MR. FORSYTH COMING 
HOME FROM MEXICO—A PAIR OF NEW-YORK- 
ERS UP FOR THE PRESIDENCY. : 
Wasusineron, Tuesday, Aug. 24, 1858. 
The report that Gen. Dopeox was on his way 
home from the Spanish Court, turns out to be erro- 
neous. The President wishes no vacancy to occur 
in that mission, and is not yet prepared to select a 
successor from the mob of well-dressed and smooth- 
ed spoken gentlemen who lately pressed him for an 
opportunity to display their talents in that difficult 
position. The business of an American Minister in 
Spain, for the next thirty months, wili be to acquire 
Cuba. Competency for that service presupposes a 
know'edge of Spanish, a degres of nerve and reso- 
lution that will not fear to walk Spanish, experience. 
in dipfomacy, and a perfect knowledge of the weak 
points of Spanish character, and of the necessities of 
the Spanish monarchy. The delay in superceding 
Mr..Dopex is a_ proof that the President has. not 
found such a man. 
‘ Some care will be taken to discover a man of abil- 
ities for the Havana Consulate, for he, too, will have 
important duties to perferm in reference to the ad- 
mission of the Island into our Confederacy, “upon 
an equal footing with the original States.” The tele-

The principle 
was settled in the Texas case that the American 
Government will assume all the public debts of the 
countries absorbed into the Union. The extension 
of our dominion over Cuba and Mexico is held by 
their foreign creditors equivalent to raising their 
bonds to par. 

Cuba is desirable and necessary. It will form one 

compact Slave State, and only one. It contains less 
than half a million white inhabitants, and has the 
same extent of territory as New-York, that is, it 
would make a state of medium size. By removing 
the ever-present danger to us of falling into the hands 
of a great naval power, it will complete our security 
as a maritime country. As tothe command of the 
Gulf, we have itnow, There is hardly one rational 
objection to the annexation which is not suscepti | 
ble of a conclusive answer, 
Mexico is forbidden fruit, The United States could 
no more preserve order and liberty and law there 
than the hybrids who now occupy and fail to rule it. 
We might maintain there an army of 100,000 men, 
and we might expend $100,000,000 in the attempt to 
keep in subjection to a foreign domination a restless 
and insubordinate race. We could not do itin any 
event, but by the establishment of principles which 
, would eradicate our liberties at home. We could 
not do itat all, We must let heralone, The task 
of her civilization is not for us. It may be the duty 
of our posterity. : 
By kind advice, by disinterested assistance, we 
may guide the weak and erring votary of freedom. 
We can do nothing through the rapacity of conquest.

It was to fix day and 
place for a State Nominating Convention. The 
clue to the mystery is brief- The whole diffi- 
eulty lay in the question, Should the party 
advance 80 far toward fusion with the Repub- 
licans, as to hold its Convention at Syracuse 
on the 8th of September, the day appointed 
for the Republican meeting?

are so retained, in order to have the manage- 
ment of the work exclusively ‘in’ English 
hands, the sooner we open.a second cable, 
and give it to an American Fretp to drop, 
with the aid of the paying out machinery of 
the American engineer, and work it with new | 
instruments of our American Hveuss, the bet- 
ter it will be for America and the world.

Spell-bound in. the 
old rut and routine, the English mind seems 
utterly inadequate to the comprehension of 
the spontaneous and andasious forms socia] 
forces assume in America, wheré free play is 
given to the creative energies of human na- 
ture. Petrified in the crystalline mould of 
theories, traditions, and parliamentary formu- 
la, their eyes seem to have become blurred to 
the fact that, after all, institutions, govern- 
ments and societies flow from man’s self- 
conscious activity ; that their very forms and 
formulas, too, were once -audacions- innova- 
tions, and that the same power that shed these 
is ready to organize itself inte new forms. If 
we were to take sides with those who find 
the solution of mental and social phenomena 
in the law of races, we should certainly say 
that, of all national minds; the English is the 


of things in the new colony, { 


| one most bullied by tradition and precedent, 


and comes least directly face to face with the 
truth of things. An institution, law, custom, 
once established, the English mind inclines te 
adhere to it for ever, even after the life where- 
by it lived has gone, and it has become a 
ridiculous anachrenism. The same peculiarity 
characterizes English colonization. England 
always operates from without, imposing laws, 
taxes, formulas, and pressing down with the 
load of police and external authority. But 
American annexation and colonization are 
organic and creative. Content with infusing 
great and fruitful ideas, it absorbs from within 
into. its own fluid and flexible substance, 
leaving all special forms and applications to 
be made by circumstances. ‘As it has more 
in mind the inauguration of living concep- 
tions than any set system, the American po- 
litical genius easily adapts itself to any condi. 
tion, and carries within itself the means of a 
spontaneous solution of all special problems 
that may present themselves. 

An eminent illustration of the constructive 
power of self-government is offered in the 
case of the organization of California. The 
outbursting of the auri sacra. fames attracted 
crowds of just such “rude outcasts of so- 
ciety”. as have recently. been. rushing teithe 
courses of Fraser’s River. And yet, strange to 
say, these wild, centrifugal and apparently in- 
tractable. masses immediately fell; by.certain 
hidden laws, into’ place and order.” That in- 
cendiary conglomeration became a social 
organism, formed a State. and a Constitution, 
enacted laws and exetciged’ all thé. functions 
of a héalthy body politic. Nameless, unknown 
men, unschooled in the “higher statesman- 
ship,” but having learned the lessen of social 
architecture in self-government; they proved 
themselves equal to the solution of problems 
that were then baffling the best political heads 
of Europe.. This is a striking manifestation 
of the superiority of the inborn faculty of so- 
cial organization over all merely theoretical 
conceptions. and schemes. To have en- 
deavored to fit these combustible elements 
inte the Procrustean bed of abstractions 
would have been but to convalse them in splin- 
tering and bewildering confusion. . 

The social organization of California is one 
of the most striking chapters in universal 
history. It is a luminous manifestation of the 
faculty of self-government, and is of more 
value to prove the creative energies of human 
nature than any previous thousand years :in 
the annals of the world. “It teaches the les- 
son people are so apt to forget, that man has 
all within him. We apprehend there is a 
great deal of unnecessary terror. of anarchy. 
Indeed, it is often of advantage, as it strips 
off all needless bandages and lets the real 
laws come inte play. Surely it. cannot be 
that every part and particle of matter bristles 
with law, and that man alone is lawless. 
Rather is humanity naturally constructive. 
There is that versatility in human society that 
will fit for itself a. sphere under any circum- 
stances. 

So, doubtless, will it be with thezude, self- 
helpirg masses, who are finding their way to 
the auriferous placers of the North Pacific 
Coast. The auspicious suggestion of Califor- 
nia is not unavailing. We would have dae 
regard paid to the establishment of law and. 
justice ; the danger is in setting up theoreti- 
cal schemes, apart frem the consideration of 
the circumstances and conditions involved, 
and endeavoring te force social elements. into 
an order unfit forthem.
